Mr. L aw son’s statement is made as a clim ax of his 
“ Frenzied 
F i­ 


nance.” 
It reveals an act which for sheer devlishness surpasses any­ 


thing of the kind ever perpetrated. M r L aw so n ’s narrative of this particu­ 


lar offense is as follows: 


“ H ere is what Mr. Rogers and Mr* 
Stillman did. 
A fter discarding all 
unsatisfactory and imperfect subscriptions, there remained subscriptions of 
between $125,000,000 and $150,000,000 which had complied with all legal co n ­ 
ditions, and accom panying these were checks aggregating between $6,250,- 
000 and $7,500,000. This was real m oney, in the bank and within reach, and 
the two great financiers, hungering fo r every dollar of it, determined to pos­ 
sess themselves of this great sum and use it as bail to compel the payment 
of the balance. 
First, they agreed that not a dollar of the five per cent 
subscription should be returned; next, to so use this amount that no one 
to whom stock was allotted would back out, but, on the contrary, prom pt­ 
ly take his whole allotment and pay up the balance. 
T o this they decided 
to allot each subscriber just the number of shares of Am algam ated neces­ 
sary to renderd the amount of money accom panying 
his 
subscription 
equal to about a tw enty five or thirty per cent paym ent on his whole 
subscription. Th is would constitute such a large margin as to assure the 
payment of the other seventy or seventy five per cent due. 
F o r instance, 
a man w ho applied for a hundred shares accompanied his subscription with 
a check for $500. H e was allotted twenty shares, value $2,000, on which his 
$500 check represented a paym ent of twenty five per cent. If the conditions 
of the National City B an k’s advertisement had been complied with, he was 
absolutely entitled to three shares of every five subscribed for, or sixty 
In all. T o bring about the proportion which Mr. R ogers wanted, a bogus 
subscription of five or six times the unallotted balance was put in by him, 
and this is where the fraud was committed. T h e National City Bank was 
In duty bound to protect the public from any such bogus subscription,,and 
to see that fair treatment w as accorded to all subscribers. Y et, unfaithful 
to the trust, it permitted this bogus subscription to be put in, eleven hours 
after the bids had been opened 
It utterly failed to com ply with the condi­ 
tions of its advertisement, and was thus a direct party to the fraud perpe­ 
trated by its president and Mr. Rogers. 
T h e exact amount of the bogus 
subscription could not be decided until the exact figures of the subscrip­ 
tions had been compiled, so the figures I gave out that night were only 
estimates. W ithin the next few days it was ascertained that the 
genuine 
subscriptions totaled $132,067,500, upon which an allotm ent of one share in 
five, or $26,413,500 of stock altogether, w as made to the public. 
“ In this w ay the conspirators secured from the public $26,413,500 of the 
original cost. $39,000,000. and yet retained over $48,500,000 of the authoriz­ 
ed stock of $75,000,000. 
In other words the public paid two-thirds of the 
purchase price, and the conspirators retained nearly two-thirds of the pro-

“O rganization's” F irst M ove. 
The first move of the day was the 
appearance before Judge Robert Rals­ 
ton in common pleas court of attor­ 
ney* for Peter Lh Costello and David 
J. Smyth, the dismissed directors, who 
replied for a preliminary injunction 
against the mayor and A. Lincoln Ac­ 
ker and Potter from assuming the du­ 
ties of their respective offices, and re- 
ftraining the mayor and all other city 
employes from aiding them iii carrying 
out such intentions. 
After due consid­ 
eration Judge Ralston granted a tem­ 
porary restraining order, and fixed next 
Monday morning as the time for the 
defendants to show cause why the in­ 
junction should not be made perma­ 
nent. The papers were at once served 
on the new appointees and the mayor.
